1 . This Office Action is the answer to the communication filed on 12/19/06.

Allowable Subject Matter and Reason for Allowance 

4. Independent claim 1 are allowable over closest available prior art of Morton et 
al. (US Pat. 6,005,230) because this reference does not disclose a method of operating a 
proximity temperature sensing unit for controlling an accessory device of a vehicle, 
comprising: 

providing proximity sensors disposed in a sequential pattern within a sensing 
unit said proximity sensors being responsive to a manual activation, and receiving at 
least two activation signals from at least two proximity sensors in response to said 
manual activation 

Morton et al. teach power switching elements deliver variable increments of 
power to heating element in response to timing pulses. A profile generator responsive to 
the microprocessor to control heating elements. An energy sensor operable with profile 
generator determines energy output of proximate heating elements and enables the 
generator to control application of heat energy to heating elements to compensate for 
variations in input power. In that disclosure, power to elements is regulated so that heat 
energy will be evenly distributed over the entire sample and no area is at a focal point 
that would receive a disproportion amount of energy in a form of radiant heating. 
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5. Claims 2-10 are allowable because they are dependent on allowed claim 1.
